“We are groping on the verge of an­ 
other great epoch in the world's his­ 
tory. 
It would not surprise me any 
morning to wake tip and learn that 
some one, some group of the 300,000 
scientific men who are investigating all 
over the earth, lias seized upon the 
secret of electricity by direct process 
ami begun another practical revolution 
in human affairs. 
“it eau lie done.

expect to see it before I die. 
“Tile first great change iii the produc­ 
tion of electricity will abolish carry­ 
ing coal for that purpose.

Tneir af­ 
fairs will be liquidated 
as rapidly es 
possible and they will go out of busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Walsh, who was the president of 
the Chicago 
National bank 
and the 
Equitable Trust company, and all the 
other officers 0$ the Chicago National 
bank have resigned. 
National 
Hank 
Examiner C. H. Bosworth has sin ( ced­ 
ed Mr. Walsh at th*' head of tie' Chi­ 
cago National bank and the places of 
the directors base been filled by men 
appointed 
by the Chicago 
Clearing­ 
house. 
Back of the new management 
stand tile allied banks of Chicago, who 
have 
pledged 
their resources 
that 
every depositor 
shall be paid 
to the 
last cent and that not any customser 
of the threr institutions shall lose any­ 
thing by tho suspension. 
Had not this 
action been taken by the banks of the 
city, .1 disastrous panic might have fol­ 
lowed in this city and throughout th<> 
country. 
As it was the only effect up­ 
on the financial world in this city was 
the do* line on the local stock exchange 
of 2 J/o In the price of National Biscuit 
common stock, which 
has employed 
the Equitable Trust as transfer agents 
and had hoaldes dealings with the Chi­ 
cago National bank. 
but it is 
not af- 
f( 1 ted by the failure in the slightest 
degree. 
The closing of the two banks 
Ii;i<i the et’fcet also of shutting off all 
demand en the local exchange of bank 
stock, none of them being purchased. 
Cause of the Collapse. 


The immediate cause of the collapse 
of the institutions 
controlled by Mr. 
Walsh is said to be the large amount 
of money which they have loaned to 
various 
private enterprises 
of his— 
notably tho Southern Indiana railway 
and the Bedford Quarries company of 
Indiana. 
Mr. Walsh claims that if he 
could have 
had more time 
and been 
left untrammeled in his operations he 
could have saved his b a n k s and made 
enormous profit - for 
himself and his 
associates. 
He oases this statement 
on his own estimate of the value of the 
bonds of the Southern 
Indiana Rail­ 
way - ompany. 
Tho 
comptroller, tho state 
auditor 
and the members of the Chicago Clear 
house committee place the value of the 
bonds at one-half of the valuation of 
Mr. Walsh and it was thoir refusal to 
accept his valuation 
that caused the 
suspension of the banks. 
r! ho liabilities of the 
throe institu­ 
tions arc estimated in the aggregate at 
$2(1,000,000. 
Against this amount the 
banks and the trust company have re­ 
sources that ar* on a conservative esti­ 
mate worth $16,000,000. 
The bonds of 
the Southern indiana railway company 
arc estimated b\ Mr. Walsh as being 
worth 
$16,000,000. 
They arc- 
consid­ 
ered by tho comptroller, state auditor 
and the Clearinghouse 
committee to 
b<‘ worth a little more than half that 
sum. 
Their value is a matter to be de­ 
termined in the future and the 1 resi­ 
dents of the local banks admit that if 
the estimate of Mr. Walsh is found to 
be correct, the two banks and the trust 
company will not only pay all of their 
debts but leave a surplus besides. The 
directors 
of the two banks and 
Mr. 
Walsh, who has turned over all of his 
private property as wadi as that stand­ 
ing in the name of Mrs. Walsh, have 
pledged 
real 
estate 
and 
securities 
valued at $5,OOO,(ion, 
and estimating 
the railroad bonds at $8,000,000 more, 
making a total of $29,000,000 assets, 
against $26,000,000 liabilities. 


Difference of Opinion Existed. 


For some time there has been a dif­ 
ference of opinion 'net ween the officers 
of 
tho Chicago 
National bank 
and 
Comptroller Ridgeley 
regarding the 
method of conducting 
the affairs of 
the bank. 
The comptroller took excep­ 
tion to tho larg* 
loans made by the 
bank to the private enterprises of Mr. 
Walsh and declared that a portion of 
them must bt railed in 
Assurances 
yvere given to him, he declared, that 
this would be done, but the promises 
were not kept. 
Finally the incentive 
to a close scrutiny of the affairs of the 
Chicago Nath aul and Horae Savings 
banks was giv< a by a banker in New 
York, who had been requested to take 
part in a syndicate to furnish a loan 
pf $6,ouo,Que :<» Mr. Walsh for the pur­ 
pose of further expenditures on the 
southern Indiana railway. 
The bonds 
of the company 
however, did not ^>11 
as rapidly as possible and the state 
and national bank examiners were ap­ 
prised 01 the failure of the loan.
